them, taking the driver's seat, tried 
to stuart the car, -He took some 
time to get il started and thereafter 
it is alleged that he drove’ it into 
the wall and crushed the deceased. 
The curious fact in the case is that 
the driver could not be found after 
the ‘accident and it is alleged that 
he had no driver's licence.”

THE UNEMPLOYED 
IN MALAYA. 


There, have, of late, been a 
number of references in Malayan 
newspapers to the serious unem- 
ployment problem which is facing 
} Europeans in that country owing 
to the severe slump in rubber— 
the greatest on record—as well a3 
the depression in the tin-mining 
industry and general commercial 
gloom. ‘An article from a Straits 
‘| paper which was reproduced in 


the anxiety with which such 
bodics as the Ex-Services Associa- 
tion of Malaya view the present 
situation and the prospects of it 
worsening. Few people outside 
the British territories in Malaya 
realise the gravity of the position 
that has arisen. In Hongkong, 
the European community is liable 
to ‘have sections of , its members 
affected by acute business depres- 
sion, as witness the ‘retrench- 
ments following the big strike 
and ‘boycott -of 1926 and “the 
closing down of one of the big 
local industries, We are for- 
tunate, howevér, in not having any 
-staple. industry which employs 
very large numbers of Europeans 
and which is liable to severe 
fluctuations of prosperity, 
as. rubber-planting. In British 
Malaya, in- normal times, tho 
white employees of estates and 
tin mines number well over a 
thousand of the more junior men, 
liable to be “axed” jin time 
of stress. Both. tin and rubber 
have’ seriously slumped in, mar- 
ket value, and the 
particilarly affected, with’ urgent 
economies necessary if most of them 
are to avoid bankruptcy. 

There are discussions proceeding 
at present as to the feasibility of 
re-introducing. tapping’ restriction, 
on the lines of the Stevenson scheme 
of. eight years ago.’ That can be 
left to the meni on the spot to decide,’ 
Britons in other parts of the Far 
East, however, cannot fail to take 
a special interest in the hardships 
which face eo many of their fellow- 
countrymen’ because of the slump. 
Already, scores of Europeans are 
out of work, and are earning a very 
preearious ‘living in ‘occupations’ 


- which . they would’ 
“few .years ago. One hears’, of 
‘educated men, formerly in receipt « 
of good salaries, working as coolie>  qmmmmmcummumm 
‘overseers at paltry. wages’ which.” 
can barely provide food and cheap 
lodging. They. are to be admired

serving ‘to uphold the prestize of 
their class which. is such an im- 
‘portant matter in the East.

yesterday afternoon, when the: 
Chairman, Mr. Li Yiek-mul, said 
that in view of an edict by the 
Nanking Government asking all 
merchants in China to do away 
with the Lunar calendar the adop- 
tion of ‘the Gregorian calendar in 
Hongkong was only a matter of 
time. In the opinion of Mr. Li 
‘the change was not far distant. 
‘The Secretary, Mr. Chon Heung- 
pak, read out letters from mem- 
bers advocating the carly adop- 
tion of the Gregorian calendar. 
In the ensuing: discussion it was 
pointed out. that the greater 
volume of business conducted here 
was carried on with Canton firms 
and it would ‘be wise if the Chi- 
nese merchants in the two cities 
could: come to:an understanding, 
devising new settlement’ days in 
each quarter, monthly or annually. 
Now settlement days would: have 
to be inaugurated to take the 
place of the old Dragon. Boat, 
Moon and Winter Festival settle- 
ments as well as the Chinese New | 
Year annual settlement. 

Mr. Li mentioned that the Can- 
ton Government had recently .is- 
sued a strict order prohibiting the 
sale of lunar calendar tables, and 
this: was'a preliminary step to- 
wards the enforcement of the 
Gregorian calendar, which had 
long been adopted by the Govern- 
ments in Peking and Nanking.

Not because it wears out or loses 
its lubricating power.” - Good ,oll 
never does that. But in service 
it becomes contaminate or 
diluted, and it is because no 
mechanical method of cleansing 
it has yet been devised that it Is 
necessary to change the oll in 
your engine. ; 

Oil thins:out and apparently 
loses its body because it gets 
Alluted by' petrol, that. is the 
heavy, unconsumed portions of the 
fuel which blow by the piston 
rings into the crankcase. A cer- 
tain amount of dilution goes ‘on in 
every engine, but is not harmful 
unless it exceeds approximately
